2* Panteleimon ROQOV arrived in Munich from Madrid an route to Berlin 
during the last week of July* Prior to hla departure for Berlin he met 
PROEX3CH and epokre to him about his projected assignment* We have no infor- 
mation aa to whether this was a chance encounter or whether it was specifi- 
cally arranged by one or the other participant. 

3* PBOSUCil learned that BOQOV* a assignment had been arranged by Metro- 
politaiOUUST AST and that negotiations with ROGOV had been conducted through 
Bishop AIEXAMDER In Munich. BOQOV flow from Madrid to Munich, spent several 
days with Bishop ALEXANDER and went on to Berlin by plane on 2 August* The 
Bishop paid his travel expenses and gave him W J00 to get started in Berlin* 

4* BOQOV is an old emigre, a former Christ Colonel who worked in Cmecho~ 
blavaicu before World War 11 as an engineer* His family was killed during an 
Allied bombing of Prague shortly before the end of the war, and BOQOV decided 
to devote the root of his life to religion. After the war ROOW lived for a

5* ROGOV told FROmtCK that Bishop AIEXAKDER had not mentioned to him

kidnapping attempts* Ha does not want to tie himself closely to CT -ZD 
particularly in view of raoont overt Soviet action against the group* ttis 
political orientation Is decidedly monarchist, and FRQKUCH suggest ad that the 
R1S would be wall aware of this and might conceivably nee it in any operation

6» ROGOV told FROEUCH that ha would be willing to make contact in Berlin 
with an * appropriate confidant of the Americans".. He stated that such a con* 
tact should use the password: "I am conveying kind regards from the Grand \

9» Headquarters will have access to a considerable file on FRPftT.TCH, 
much of it not favorable* To the beet of our knowledge he is still employed
